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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 have been carefully considered. The claims recite in terms of means plus function. 
Therefore, claims 1-9 are interpreted in view of the specification and the figures of the invention 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph. Claims 1-9 are interpreted in view of figures 1 and 4 of 
the invention. The references of the record fail to teach or suggest a position detector 8, means 1 
for obtaining the positional deviation between a positional command Pc and the position fed 
back from the position detector, first converting means 12, correction data calculating means, 
storing means 15, and second converting means 16. None of the references cited neither taught 
nor suggested these means plus functions. Claim 3 recites a second converting means prior the 
recitation of a first converting means. However, such recitation does not make any difference in 
the claim because the first converting means and the second converting means appear within the 
scope of the same claim boundary. Therefore, there is no ambiguity in the claim.
